ABOUT ARTESIAN WELIS, 


The Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany are boring for water along the 
line of their road, in Nevada, and re- 
ports of their progress will be looked 
for with interest. An exchange re- 
marks: It is reported that the South- 
erp Pacific Railway builders sunk an 
artesian well to a depth of 700 feet, in 
the neighborhuod of Fort Quitman, 
and found streams of flowing water. 
At Van Horn, on the Texas and Pa- 
cific Railroad another artesian well has 
been dug, and water found at a depth 
of 500 feet. 

Ali this should encourage our peo- 
ple. It is almost positively certain 
that flowing wells may be had every- 
where in our valleys, surrounded as 
they are on all sides by high raages of 
snowy mountains. 

Another and still better proof that 
flowing and even spouting wells may 
be obtained, provided the well-borer 
has cein and courage to go to a suffi- 
cient depth, is the fact that everywhere 
in Nevada the flowing springs are 
found near the tops of or on the high- 
est ranges of mountainsand hills. All 
old prospectors know that when suffer- 
ing for water on the deserts, it is use- 
less to look at and about the ravines 
and canyons for water. The traveler 
must follow up the first big canyon he. 
_ reaches, and at the head of this, on the 
top of the highest mountain, he will 
soon find springs and grass. Nearly 
everywhere the water of the springs 
sinks after flowing a short distance 
down the canyons, 

Strangers are astonished at finding 
all the springs of this country on the 
highest ridges of the hills, it being 
just the reverse of what is seen in most 
places in the Eastern and Western 
States. However, when the geological 
formation of the country is’ carefully 
examined, it is easy to see how this 
happens, The tops of the hills and 
mountain ranges are the edges of strata 
that have been heaved upward from 
great depths by volcanic or other con- 
vulsions of the earth, and the water is 
forced up through these breaks, which 
is its only outlet to the surface. Were 
the streams that supply these springs 
tapped by wells bored in the valleys 
it is easy to see that the water would 
spout up with great force,

Arrival of Some of the Jeannette Crew 
at St. Petersburg.

The Herald’s St. Petersburg dis- 
patch says: Lieutenant Danenhower 
arrived here this morning with Jack 
Cole, Long Sing (Chinaman), and a 
Cossack. A breakfast was given in 
their honor and was attended by the 
United States Consul, Secretary Obres- 
koff of the Ministry of the Interior, 
and representatives of the English and 
Russian press. Lieutenant Rodenoff, 
Adjutant of the Minister of Marine, 
arrived during the breakfast to ask 
the news 2f Lientenant Danenhower 
on. behalf of the Minister. Danen- 
hower dines with General Sehwench, 
the German’ Embassador, to-night. 
Charge d’Affairs Hoffman has invited 
the Lieutenant to meet him. He will 
visit the Minister of Marine, General 
Ignatieff and General Auntchine, the 
Governor of Eastern Siberia, to-mor- 
row. All those who have arrived are 
well. Jack Cole was delighted to see 
the vessels on the Neva. He was 
hardiy here wher he asked to be al- 
lowed to go down to the quays with a 
courier. A ball will be given to-mor 
row -by the diplomatic. corps. The 
authorities, the representatives of the 
press and the notables of St. Peters- 
burg will be among the guests. The 
Emperor will receive Lieutenant Dan- 
enhower and his party at Gatzchina 
to-morrow at noon. The Minister of 
Sweden and Norway hus just tele- 
graphed to Lieutenant’ Danenhower 
the following: 

‘*Received from Baron Dr. Nordens- 
kjold :—Pray present my compliments 
to Lieutenant Danenhower. I am 
ye tag A awaiting the details of the 
journey. Perhaps. Lieutenant Danen- 
hower ~ill come to Stockholm, where 
he will receive a hearty welcome. 
Newcomb is expected here to-morrow. 

Cole is completely demented, and 
sometimes almostunmanageaLle, Dan- 
enhower seems to think that Captain 
DeLong will never be found alive. 
After a few days the party will proceed 
to Paris. Lieutenant Danenhower 
contemplates reading before the Royal 
Society on the possibility of trade on 
the north coast ef Siberia.

AN OLD STAGER, 


He Reminds the Reporter of Good 
Times Twenty Years Ago. 

A. J. Rhodes, of the firm of Rhodes 
& Wasson, of Belleville, went through 
Reno yesterday on his way to San 
Francisco. In the booming days of 
Virginia City, when Dan De Quill 
was young and innocent, Mr. Rhodes 
was 8 famous stage man, and con- 
ducted a lively opposition to the Cali- 
fornia Stage Company. He carried 
Wells—Fargo’s express and sent pas- 
sengers through to Folsom for $15, st 
one time. White, Prince Lewis and 
J. B. Crandall were noted drivers on 
his line, The latter afterward ran a 
"bus railroad between Gold Hill and

50 00 Virginia, and died in 1870 in Los 


Angeles county from injuries received 
by falling off a coach. Virginia was a 
lively camp then. But “lively” isa 
limp and soggy adjective to. use as & 
prefix to “Virginia in 1662-3." Forty 
thousand Leadvilles, Wood Rivers and 
Tombstones boiled down to a corner 
lot would be like a second-hand grave- 
yard in comparison. The town was 
submerged in a tidal wavs of $20 
pieces, and an unbroken stream of sil- 
ver extended from the Gould & Curry 
mine to San Francisce.

Incubators. 

It isan established fact that fowls 
can be successfully hatched with incu- 
bators. A Frenchman named Roul- 
lier obtains’70 per cent, of chicks by 
his hatcheries. He employs 80 men 
to supply orders, and dispatches 40,000 
chicks annually in batches of from 25 
to 100 by rail to every part of the 
country, and it is estimated that the 


incubators of France supply to the 
market annually 15,000,000 of barn- 
door fowls. It is not clearly known 
who was the discoverer of the artifi- 
cial incubator; the Egyptian batched 


of heating water, but it was not until 
the year 1873 tbat the idea was practi- 
cally selved by Mr. Roullier. It is

A Chance for Reno Inventors. 

A Louisiana sugar planter writes 
that there is great need in the South 
for a machine that will crush or grind 
unshucked ears of corn, as they come 
from the field, into a coarse meal of 
corn, cob and husks, and do it rapidly. 


He is aware that there is a machine 
that will crush corn in the ear thor- 
oughly, one ear at a time; what he 
wants is something that will receive a 
bushel cf ears or nubbins at once, and 
crush say, 20 bushels an hour. One 
of the great troubles of sugar plant- 
ers, he says, 1s the preparation of food 
for their mules. ‘To crush corn in the 
ear with existing appliances, the corn 
has to be husked, costing much labor, 
and there is apt to be a great loss of 
small ears. “ A fortune awaits the in- 
ventor of a machine to crush by the 
wholesale corn, cob and shucks to-— 
gether.” The proplem does not seem 
to be a difficult one, and some of our 
inventive readers may find it profita- 
ble to undertake the solution. J. H. 
Kinkead’s grinding apparatus, a 
brief description of which was given 
in the Gazerre last Saturday, seems to 
answer all the requirements of the 
corn-cob mill needed in the Southern 
Svates.
